Never b efo re in the history of Min­ 
nesota state politic« was there such a 
large gathering of 
gentlemen of 
unaminity of purpofe and harmoni­ 
ous ideas a« attended the meeting of 
republican state league in Minneapo­ 
lis on Thursday aud Friday of last 
week. There were over oue thousand 
delegates in attendance, and their 
enthusiasm imbued one with the idea 
that the republican« of this great 
staae are up and doing, and that in the 
struggle to come in ’92 nothing will 
be left undone which can add to the 
victory of the party if harmony pre­ 
vails. 
The policy of the party is 
baaed on truth and every true and 
patriotic citizen should understand 
that the policy will ever be in the 
people’s interest and fulfilling the na­ 
tion’s highest ambition. 
The club 
movement in Minnesota is probably 
the beet and most effective manner of 
doing thorough work and securing 
the beet results. The convention of 
last week has started this good work, 
and is but the beginning of a vigor­ 
ous and concerted movement which 
will be kept up until every city, town 
and village in the state has its clubs 
and through these clubs victory is as­ 
sured.

In another column we publish a 
lengthy communication from Prof. 
Cheadle, the greater portion of which 
he devotes to finding fault with the 
Dispatch for criticising his conduct as 
superintendent of the schools. 
Now 
every citizen of this city, the 
D is p ac h 
editors laclnded, have a perfect right 
to criticise the official acts of aDy 
member of the board, or the super­ 
intendent, and we propose to exercise 
that right, whenever w e feel disjjosed, 
without fear or favor of anyone. And 
when we de so, it will not be as the 
mouthpiece of either the board, the 
teachers or the superintendent, but 
as citizens and individuals conducting 
a public journal. 
Concerning the professor’s claim 
that we were unjust in charging him 
with “toadying’’ because we were not 
personally acquainted with him, we 
must say we do not see how a person­ 
al acquaintance could have any bear­ 
ing on the matter, aa a conclusion 
could be arrived at only by consider­ 
ing his official actions, and we are yel 
of the opinion that these justified our 
conclusions. 


Changing the City Charter. 
In compliance with a request of the 
council, the city attorney drew up a 
bill changing the city charter so that 
city elections will occur only once 
every two years, and then at the time 
of the 
November election. 
This 
change, of course, made it necessary 
to lengthen the mayor’s term to two 
years. This bill has been given to 
Mr. Stivers to introduce in the house. 
These changes, however, 
are not 
sufficient for Mr. Hemstead, so he 
had another bill drawn, which, besides 
making the above changes, makes the 
office of assessor elective, and two 
years m length, and changes the mode 
of electing alderman so that two wi l 
be elected from each ward. As Mr. 
Stivers also thinks Mr. Hemstead's 
bill the better of the two he will not 
introduce the one given him by the 
council, but will support Mr. Hein- 
stead’s bill. If the people do not ap­ 
prove of these changes now is the 
time to object. 
In a couple of weeks 
it will be too late. 
Making the office 
of assessor elective is, we think, a 
wise change, but changing the man­ 
ner of electing aldermen to two rep­ 
resentatives from each ward, we do 
not approve of, because we believe a 
better and more representative class 
of men were selected under the old 
system than will be under the new. 
And again, the new system, with an 
even number in the council, makes 
possible the dead-lock, the worst pos­ 
sible hindrance to legislation. These, 
we consider serious objections, and 
sufficient reason why this change 
should not be made.

A Reply to Mr. Fleming. 
Aitkin , March 2, 1891. 
Editors Dispatch :—In your ishue 
ol February 27th, I noticed au article 
written by Hon. W. A. Fleming, re­ 
ferring to the taxation of rauroad 
lands. I have read this article aud 
am glad to know that he concedes 
that railroad lands not used in the 
o{H*ration of the road should lie taxed 
if they cun be. I am not a lawyer 
aud of course cauuot go into a legal 
discussion of the matter to any great 
extent 
But I gather from the article 
above referred to that the houoruble 
geutleuian bases his objection to pass­ 
ing any law relating to the taxation 
of these lauds ujxm the ground that 
the present mode of taxation is a con­ 
tract which cauuot bo annulled or 
rescinded by the state, without the 
consent of the railroad. 
In this. I 
think, he is mistaken. 
1 he parties 
having this bill in charge do not claim 
at present that the present mode of 
taxation is unconstitutional. 
The 
larger part of the article above 
ferreil to, is devot<*d to an argument 
of this kind, and assumes thut the law 
being constitutional is a contract and 
cannot be annulled. 
In this I do not 
agree with him. 
Admitting, for the 
sake of the argument, that these laws ; 
are constitutional, aud the preseut 
mode of taxation of railroads, so far j 
as the laud grant lands are concerned, 
is not an exemption of these lands is j 
a substituted mode or rule of taxation, j 
What is th» *re in this that warrants 
the honorable gentleman in assuming 
that it is a contract * 
Let us examine a little and see if it 
is a contract 
I concede at the out- j 
set that where a grant of land is made • 
to a railroad company iu considera­ 
tion that it shall build, equip, and ! 
maintain a road, and agree to pay a ! 
certain tax upon the property in lieu j 
o f otln r taxes, aud U|>ot» the faith of 
this law a company accepts the grant, j 
invest their money, and proceed to j 
build their road aud do such other j 
things as is required of them in this ; 
law, then it oecouies a contract which ; 
cannot be annulled without the con­ 
sent of both parties. 
In most of the ( 
cas**s in this stute, where the state 
m ule the grant of lands, such condi­ 
tions are in the charter and in the 
hands of the original company were a 
contract, but by tbe terms of the grant 
iu the bauds of any grantee of these 
companies, whether a railroad cor­ 
poration or not, they are not exempt, 
except in some cases where exemption 
has been couferred upon them by a 
subsequent act of the legis ature, 
which, in their hands, by virtue of 
these i» ubsequent acts, this exemptioa 
becomes a mere gratuity, and can be 
re-called at any tune. 
By exemption 
in this sense. I mean the same as **ub- 
-titilted taxation. 
But tbe Supreme 
Court of tbe United States have held 
tbat wbere any contract is made 
granting aw*ay or limiting tbe taxation 
|K>wer of th« siate that such a con­ 
tract will lie viewed with great jealousy 
by the court aud will be construed 
very strictly against the party claim­ 
ing exemption or limitation. 
Aud 
further, it has been repeatedly held 
that there must be some valid, sub- 
s.siing and adequate consideration 
passing between the state and the cor­ 
poration. 
The state must get some­ 
thing tbat it could not otherwise have 
obtained, and the company must have 
been induced in part, at least, to em­ 
bark upon the enterprise on the faith 
of the law, granting this exemption 
or limitation. 
The Northern Pacific railroad seems 
to be the oae principally referred to 
m Mr. Fleming’s article. 
Let us 
apply this rule to the grant of the 
Northern 
Pacific railroad. 
It is 
familiar to yon all tbat tbe Northern 
Pacific railroad was organized under 
an act of congress, approved July 2, 
1864. 
In this sarae^act the land ^rant 
was made tbis company by the United 
States. 
They never received any 
■» tate graut 
Nothing whatever is 
said in this act relating to taxation ot 
the property of this road except that 
the road-bed should be exempt iu the 
territories of the United States, and 
that of coarse did not apply to Min­ 
nesota, which was a state at that time. 
And there was a further provision in 
the grant which required the approval 
of the state legislatures of this act 
wherever it passed through a state. 
The legislature of Minnesota in 1865. 
when it pas-sed the act approving the 
congressional act organizing tbe N. 
P. road expressly reserved the right 
to tax any and all property of said 
company in this state. In 1870 a law 
was enacted for the taxation of the 
property of this road as set forth in 
the article by Mr. Fleming, which he 
claims is a contract. 
Now let us apply 
these principles as laid down by the 
Supreme Court of the Uuited States 
and let us see if this is a contract. 
Where is the consideration? 
Will 
you say it is the tax? The state was 
entitled to that in the first instance. 
Will you say it is the manner in which 
the tax is levied? The state had a 
right to levy that tax iu the manner 
that they did without the consent of 
the company. (« See the tax appeal cases 
in the Fifteenth Wallace.) Did the 
company eDter upon the construction 
of their road on the faith of this law? 
The answer to that is that they had 
accepted their grant and entered up­ 
on the construction of their road be­ 
fore the law was passed, and that too, 
with the express understanding that 
the state reserved the right to tax the 
property of this company in any man­ 
ner that itsbould think proper. What 
then has the state received in consid­ 
eration of its surrender of the power 
of taxation in any other manner ex­ 
cept that laid down in this law. 
And 
surely if the legislature had the pow­ 
er to make a contract with this corpo­ 
ration which should be forever bind­ 
ing upon the state for three per cent, 
upon its gross earnings, it had the 
right to make it for any less sum, and 
that too, without taking into consid­ 
eration what the necessities of the 
state might be in the future. It might 
have made the tax merely nominal, 
and vet it would be sustained if the 
opinion of the gentleman who wrote 
the article is correct. 
It might have 
also made contracts in reference to all 
other property in this state without 
any consideration, and in that way 
subvert the government itself. Every 
contract must be supported by a 
consideration, and in this one we tiad 
none to say nothing of the considera­ 
tion that would be necessary to bring 
it within the rule laid down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The bill proposing a tax upon this 
land has been very thoroughly con­ 
sidered by the judiciary committee 
of the house of the present legisla­ 
ture, and not one of the able lawyers 
who were present and have examined 
the matter, were of the opinion that 
the Northern Pacific act was a con­ 
tract. 
If lawyers, then, disagree upon this, 
is it not right that the law should be 
passed id order to properly get the 
matter before the court and there have 
it settled ? So long as our friend, Mr. 
Fleming, concedes that the land ought 


to be taxed if it can be. and he is now ! 
the county attorney of Crow Wing I 
county, and there i« a large amount of 
J 
this laud in this county, will he not 1 
join with us iu our efforts to test this j 
question ?

Prof. Cheadle Talks. 


E d i t o r s 
D i s p a t c h: — My attention 
having been called to an article in 
thi> week’s issue of the D is p a tc h, in 
which 
1 urn assailed, unjustly , as 1 
ihmk, 1 beg leave to offer th foilow- 
1 ing reply , with the request that it be 
1 given as prominent a place in the 
D i s p a t c h as the article referred to had. 
I do not feel called u¡>on to cham­ 
pion the cause of the Board of Educa­ 
tion or of any ui» uiber of it. 1 am 
c« iiij>uiaú vt*iy a stranger m Brainerd, 
and know nothing of a part of the as­ 
sertions in the article in question, ex ­ 
cept through hearsay , which is a 
proverbially unreliable source of in­ 
fo i mat ion. 
N -ither should I feel it 
my duty to attem pt ex planation or 
refutation of these statements, even 
were 1 fully acquainted with the facts 
of the case. 
Doubtless the members 
of the Board csq defend themselves, 
if they think it worth their while. 
I do not believe there is any basis 
for a candid assertion that I have 
“toadied” to the members of the Board, 
either individually or collectively . 
When my judgm ent has differed from 
theira, 1 have not hesitated to ex press 
it just as freely as if it had been in 
accord. 
It has occurred more than 
once that I have advocated a different 
course from the one which I believed 
to be approved by a m ajority of the 
Board. 
This haa occurred even in 
regard to the very teachers, the tardy 
request for whose resignations haa 
aroused so great a “tem pest in a tea­ 
po t” 
If I bad been in Brainerd long 
enough to become acquainted with 
any considerable num ber of the peo­ 
ple, y our charge of “toady ism” would 
be of none effect; but for the reason 
that I do not personally know many 
¡» eople here, I think it appropriate to 
say that it seems to me ungenerous 
at least, for y ou to apply the epithet 
of “toady ” to a man whom y ou do 
not know. 
However, “many men of 
many minds” even in m atters of 
courtesy , and much more so, as re­ 
gards the ethics and manners of con­ 
troversy . and it is probably not worth 
uiy while to dwell longer on this 
(ioiu L 
Nex t, y ou charge, if I remember 
aright, that the ¡jetty failures of the 
teachers under my charge have l» e**ti 
magnified by ine iu the ey es of tL»«- 
Board, and that I have failed to our- 
rect the faults of these teachers, and 
thus enable them to do better 
Let 
it suffice, so far as I am concerned, to 
deny the first part of the charge is 
t o t o . 
I have never willingly a n d 
voluntarily called the attention of th« * 
Bourd to the errors of any of my 
teachers. 
Sometimes it has been tin 
unpleasant duty to s¡>eak of such 
i íatters, but it has never been done in 
the manner or for the pur¡**se alleged 
by y ou. 
What y our authority fot 
this statement im, or whether y ou hav. 
any ex cept unfriendly rumor, y oi 
b *st know 
As regards my failure properly to 
instruct my teachers, which y ou al­ 
lege, or at least imply , I can sat 
honestly that 1 think there is n« 
foundation for it, although judgments 
may vary as to what are the proper 
methods of im parting such instruction. 
I have carefully and definitely ar­ 
ranged the course of study for eigb! 
grad» ** below the High School in such 
a form as to show ex actly the work ol 
each grade, and thus enable each 
teacher to know precisely what is ex 
pected of her; and at my request the 
Boacd ordered a traffic ent number ol 
copies of this course of study printed 
to permit of a copy being placed in 
♦*ach family in the city sending child 
ren to school. 
Furtherm ore, I have 
endeavored, in 
írequeü t 
teachers’ 
meetings, to ex plain what was to be 
taught and how it ought to be taught 
Both these means of im parting to the 
Uachers a reasonably complete know 
iedge of what ia ex pected of » hem. 
have been supplem ented by personal 
ansisiaoce, which I have, at least at­ 
tem pted to give them m their reepec- 
tive school rooms. 
My visits to the 
schools have been freauent, averaging 
at least one per week to each room, 
and the longest interval that has 
elapsed in any instance is, I think, 
hree weeks, and for this there were 
good and especial reasons. 
Since the 
visits are necessarily made during 
school hours, it is, of course, not my 
j custom to ex press open disapproba­ 
tion, at the time of the visit, of any 
thing of which I do not approve.

There was considerable talk last 
week of attem pting to secure legisla­ 
tion to elect the members of the board 
of education at large, instead of two 
from each ward as at present.

The Joss of my position, with which 
y ou menance me, would not have 
enough weight, even were it cert a» n, 
to induce me to violate ray conscience 
any prostitute my judgm ent by giv­ 
ing any other than an honest opinion 
when it is required of me by any man 
or body of men in whom is vested the 
right to ask it of me. 
I shall not al­ 
low ray conduct to be controlled, or 
even modified by the contingency of 
a re-election. 
I shall stand for what 
is right in itself and just to all, so far 
as it is given to me to know it, taking 
no thought for th© fear or the favor 
of any mao. 
If I cannot retain my 
present position without debasing my 
manhood by the ex pression of opinions 
fram ed to meet the wishes of persons 
who have some pnvate interest in 
view, I do not wish to retain it.
